about two miles long and eight feet at its

NOT A FACT SUPPORTS ACCIDENT, | 


Astounding Proofs of Treachery Now Before the 
Naval. Board as Summed Up By

(The following highly important dispatch is sent by the Post-Dispatch staff 
correspondent in Havana by the Post-Dispatch despatch boat to Key West, and tele- 
graphed hence to the Post-Dispatch. He was not able to send this information direct 
from Havana before because of the strict censorship: of matter sent by cable.) 


HAVANA, Cuba, by way of Key West, Fla., Feb. 24.—There is not one chance 
in a hundred but that the Maine was blown up deliberately. 

Whether a mine detonating key was mistaken for a testing key or whether a 
mammoth contact torpedo broke its moorings by accident, the awful, astounding thing 
is that up to now there have been discovered fifty actual, positive proofs of the 
tragic fact. 

Against it are only a few theories and suppositions. 

Persons whose information and judgment command respect believe privately, 
though they may not say it openly, that the Maine was blown up through some 
outside agency. 

They point to the fact that the only boilers which had steam up were in the 
part of the wreck which is intact now. 

Spontaneous combustion, they say, was impossible in the bunkers, for the old- 
est coal in the exploded region had been aboard only three moriths. 

The theory of spontaneous combustidn in the magazines is disproved, these same 
experts say, for it would have influenced and exploded all the powder cases alike. 

I shall not rush conclusions. I shall simply present the proofs so far discovered 
on both sides, quoting naval expert testimony and allowing physical discoveries 
their just value 

shall also give the arguments on the Spanish side, and I shall state both as 
though I were under oath to the President of the United States in a case involving 
a national cataclysmi or an international war. 

It is now 180 hours since the Maine’s death throes shook Havana. Of these 
130 have been spent-in examining the wreck and wreckage, the things found, and 
the men who found them, and in subjecting each to experts. 

Here are the results: 

It seems absolutely certain—and it is exactly so unless the laws of nature changed 
Feb. 15—that the almost utter annihilation of the Maine cannot possibly have been 
caused by the explosion in any manner of‘even 50 times the amount of powder now 
conservatively known to have exploded in the Maine’s interior. 

It is well known that the rear group of big and little magazines is intact. 

Those magazines did not explode. That portion of the Maine is practically un-. 
injured. 

Indeed the hull is not badly hurt for the length of 46 feet forward of the after 
magazines. The navy across-ship steel bulkhead between the two sets of boilers at 
this point is practically entire. 

The only explosions in the Maine which could have broken her are much forward 
of this bulkhead. 

The big 10-inch magazine—with 190 service charges of 250 pounds each—was 45 
feet from it. 

Had its contents—or half of them—exploded, naval experts say the whole ship 
would have been pulverized. Yet 45 feet from it the Maine is practically intact. 

But the damage done is too gre@M for the explosion of the small magazine ad- 
joining the 10-inch magazine and its shellrom, called the “reserve magazine.” 

The empty 6-inch and 10-inch powder cases were stored there after the target 
practice, and it contained not over 2000 pounds of saluting powder. 

It cotttd not have caused one-tenth of the damage doné even in the 40-foot space 
between the forward space and the center of the boilers mentioned. 

A good deal is definitely known about two other forward magazines. 
were small. 

One was immediately forward of the big magazine. It was called the “fixed 
ammunition magazine,” and contained 6-pound and 1-pound loaded shells. 

Inasmuch as the 10-inch shells in the big magazine, the shellroom and the rear 
apartment—the vortex of the explosion—did not explode, the little ones surely are 
intact. Or if they did explode they did comparatively little damage. 

The only other forward magazine was the service 6-inch powder and shellroom 
immediately forward of the fixed ammunition magazine. 

Nothing is known about it, except that, being!so far forward, in the opinion of 
experts, its explosion would not have effected the total annihilation of the central 
portion of the Maine. 

However, these three little magazines play a small part in the Maine horror. 
They are described simply as a part of the forward explosives which might have 
aided in the wrecking of the ship. 

All depends on the big magazine. 

There have been raised from the forward part two apparently conflicting things. 

One is a 10-inch powder case, still loaded. The other is an empty one, smashed 
and burned. 

But as I am competently informed now that the empty 10-inch cases were piled 
aiter target practice in the reserve magazine instead. of going back into their holes 
in the 10-inch magazine, this‘raised, torn case seems to have been a spare or a 
used case, to which the explosion of the saluting powder it the reserve magazine, or 
any other explosives, may have given an exploded appearance. 

Expert authority states that if the ruptured case had exploded, its own iron 
handles would have blown off. They are on now. 

Further inspection of day before yesterday's find of a 6-inch case shows that its 
appearance might have been caused by fire and an outside explosive pressure. 

A leading member of the Court of Inquiry thinks that neither the six nor the 
10-inch empty case found was necessarily detonated. Both almost surely came from 
the reserve magazine, where both were stored. 

But these are only weak negative proofs. 

The recovering of a big 10-inch case with its cap sprung and the unexploded 
powder openly exposed is direct, absolute, positive proof that no great -proportion 
of the 25 tons of the big magazine’s powder exploded and every expert, every man 
of common sense rejects the idea that even one charge of one-half pound or 125 
pounds of powder could explode in the closed magazine, holding 380 similar thin 
copper cylinders, each filled with red powder and each having its eight one-inch hexa- 
gons of quick-burning, black, detonating powder, without the explosion of all. 

Had ten exploded the explosion of all would have been absolutely assured under 
any and all possible conditions. 

But there is one Raping case of powder which is filled and unexploded.

IF SPANISH TRBACHERY IS PROVEN 
THE PRESIDENT WILL ACT AT ONCE. 


President McKinley says if the Maine was destroyed by Spanish treachery he 
will act at once on receiving the report of the Naval Examining Board to wat yiect 
and in a manner to meet the approval of every loyat American citizen. 

The President made this statement to Gen. William H. Powell. of Belleville. 
Gen. Powell was in command of the regiment in which President McKinley served 
during the war. The two have been close personal friends since. As a mark ot 
this friendship the President recently appointed the General Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Southern Illinois District, in spite of the fact that the full force of 
the State pull was exerted in favor of State Senator A. J. Willoughby. 

Gen. Powell returned Wednesday from Washiagton, where he went to ascertain 
what bearing the civil service law had on his office. ; 

When seen Wednesday night the General said he had discussed the Maine dis- 
aster and its possible results with the President. 

“The President stated to me,” said the General, “that he was only waiting for 
a complete report of the Naval Board of Inquiry and that should it report that 
our sailors had met their death through Spanish treachery, he was prepared to act 
at once, and in a manner which would meet the approval of every loyal American 
citizen.” 

The General said preparations for war were being pushed with the utmost vigor. 

Expressing his personal opinion, the Genera! said: “I have no doubt that

COMMODORE SCHLEY WILL COMMAND 
THE NORTH ATLANTIC AMERICAN SQUADRON.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—Commander Winfield Scott Schley, now 


Chief of Light-House Board, will be in command of the North Atlantic Squadron in 
the event that naval operations against Havana are instituted in the immediate future. 
Admiral Sicard is too ill to: go to sea. Commodore Schley is regarded as an en- 


ergetic and efficient officer. 

Winfield Scott Schley was born in Maryland in 1839 and graduated from Annapo- 
lis in 1860. He was in several small engagements during the war and distinguished 
himself at the capture of Port Hudson, La., Dec. 14, 1862. When the war ended he 
was a lieutenant-commander. He commanded the expedition to the relief of Gen. 
Greeley’s north pole expedition in 1884 and was captain in command of the Baltimore 
in 1891, during the Chilian revolution. A number of his sailors went ashore at Val- 


pariso and were set upon by a Chilian mob. Many sailors were hurt and all were 
rescued by a party sent from the ship by Schley. He held an immediate investigation 
on board his ship and reported to Washington in five days. His report was made 
the subject of a special message to Congress and a large indemnity was collected. 
He commanded the cruiser New York from the time she went into commission until 
he was advanced in 1897 to the rank of commodore, when he went to the Light-house

able. I would be lax in my duty, however, if I did not prepare for 
the future. The situation is grave, and the policy of the Adminis- 
tration will be determined almost entirely by the course of events 
from time totime.

The President and his Cabinet unite in the belief still, in spite 
of all evidence to the contrary, that the explosion of the Maine was 
the result of an unfortunate accident, but they recognize the fact 
that the contrary may prove true at almost any hour, and that if

The next step of the plan, as developed at an informal Cabinet conference, is for 
the naval forces of the United States, without a declaration of war and yet with due 
notice, to take possession of five or six of the most important custom houses in 
Cuba, and to remain in possession until the full amount of the indemnity is paid. 

Should Spain oppose this occupation for the recovery of damages, which is sanc- 
tioned by international usage and law, the next move would be to destroy her navy 
in Cuban waters. 

I do not know upon what information this hope is based, but it is-apparent that 
there is a belief in the Administration circles that the execution of such a policy as 
above outlined would not be forcibly opposed. 

Further, it is confidently asserted by those who consider this policy the very 
best policy for the Administration to pursue, that by the time our occupation for 
the recovery of the indemnity shal] have.come to an end the government on the 
island will be that: of the Cuban Republic. 

To make their losses less bitter, to improve the position of the Spanish ex- 
chequer, it is stated, that peaceable and orderly evacuation could be secured if the 
Cubans would consent to shoulder one-fifth, or about $100,000,000 of the Spanish 
Cuban bonds, so-called. 

The plan looks well on. paper and is now engrossing the most serious attention 
of Administration circles here, but whether it will ever be put into execution only 
time can tell. 

To my mind, however, the information is chiefly valuable as showing that the 
President and his advisers are now fully alive to the responsibilities which the rapid 
march of events and the sudden development of the Cuban crisis have thrust upon 
them. 

The rumors which have been and sfill are current, to the effect that Gen. Lee 
has warned all Americans to leave Havana, are indeed no news to the department. 

With the full approval of the State Department, Gen. Lee for at least a year, 
has told every American who addressed him upon this subject that the present con- 
dition of Cuba made-the island unsuitable either fer visits of pleasure or business 
and that he would strongly advise all projects of this nature to be postponed to a 
more suitable season. | 

All information that can be given publicity without prejudice to the public serv- 
ice is being given out, and yet, although little attempt at concealment is made, much 
is being witheld. Sig 

There were received at the State Department yesterday four dispatches from 
Gen. Lee, but no information as to their contents was forthcoming.” 

Apprehension is felt as to the good faith of the Spanish authorities, who are out- 
wardly so gracious and helpful, and there is no doubt that instructions have been 
given to both Gen. Lee and to the Board of Naval Inquiry to leave Havana with all 
American citizens the moment it becomes apparent that the Spaniards are seeking 
to defeat the purpose of a strict, impartial investigation. 

For many reasons the necessity for this step would be deplored. One reason is 
to be found in the fact that, in view of the active preparations with which Wash- 
ington rings, a month hence we will be twice as strong both for offensive and de- 
fensive measures as we are to-day.

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the rest of the forward explosives, the combined explosion could not have burst 
open the Maine from left to right, a full average of 70 feet away, or have done the 
actual, awful damage the divers found. 

I have stated the worst possible case of an interior explosion. 

The’ general idea of atl experts is that none of the forward magazines, except 
the unimportant reserve one, has exploded, but that some great exterior force an- 
nihilated the ship. 

Again let me say: Without the genefal explosion of the big forward magazine 
the damage to tke Maine was impossible, except from a big mine or a mammoth—a 
very maniunoth—torpedo. 

The big magazine did not explode, because everything on the wreck above and 
below the water has been hurled toward it. A movable object does not approach 
an explosion of 25 tong of powder. 

In addition to the previous description of the main deck being curled over from 
the port side, while the magazine is on the starboard, and other things seen above 
water, | can now give more convincing proofs of the innocence of the magazine in 
the affair. 

‘The divers find that 19-inch shells, which were in the exact center of the ship 
opposite the big magazine, are now partly on the starboard side, about the inésiion 
Qi the magazine. 

hey are unexploded and can again be used. 
They were actually thrown against the shattered magazine. If that had gone 
pieces of 10-inch shells would have covered Havana’s water front. 

Another significant fact is that a grate bar from the boilers was found to-day in 
the forward part of the ship, near the magazine in ‘question. It would have gone the 
other way had the magazine exploded. 

: This grate bar is strong proof of my original claim that in al] prohability the 
ship was destroyed, beginning onethe port side at the center of the Maine. 

Further proof that no big magazine exploded is found in the fact that bodies are 
found close in and, not burned. but only pierced by beams and debris. 

Another proof is that three men who were sleeping 20 feet from the magazine in 
a cutter—their names were cabled to the Post-Dispatch—were saved. So also were 
loaded cases and shells from the leading room above the magazine.

“KEY WEST, Fla., Feb, 24.—The arrival here of the steamship Olivette, from Ha- 
vana, with many American women and children, intensifies the excitement. . 

It is now known, as the Post-Dispatch has already printed, that Gen. Lee has ad- 
vised Americans to send their families away. from Cuba. If the Olivette’s passengers 
are to be believed Gen. Lee and other Americans in Havana have been threatened 
with violence. 

All sorts of sensational rumors-are afloat here. A story that 10,000-troops haye been 
ordered to this station finds many believers. Work on Fort Taylor is being pushed vig- 
Grousiy. No visitors are allowed inside the works, but this regulation, officers of 
course gay, is usual. - 

fhe revenue cutter McLaine arrived to-day_from Port Tampa, and to-morrow will 
begin taking coal. One of the be!licose rumors is that, in the event of war, the Me- 
Laine will be us#d in the hospital service. 

Filibusters along the Florida coast are said to be particularly active just now, the 
assumptfon being that the naval and revenue service are too busy with other work to

To-morrow will be the third anniversary of the outbrégk of the Cuban reyolption, 
Preparations are making for a big demonstration by Cuban sympathizers at los 
Opera House to-morrow evening. It was here that the @gitation for a free Cuba was 
begun and organized. 

Torpedo boats have been busy carrying dispatches to the battleships Iowe and 
New York, anchored near here. It is expected that the Hghthouse tender Mangrave 
will arrive here on Thursday or Friday from’Havana with the Court of Inquiry on ©

Some nervous sojourners jn Key west, influenced by the stories of the Olivette’s 
passengers, are arranging to leave here for the Bahama Islands, These sojourners al- 
ready see shells dropping thick and fast in Key West streets. 

If an outbreak occurs in Havana it will not be the fault of Gen. Blanco, his im- 
mediate official staff, or the Spanish Government. All of these will do everything in 
their power to preserve order in Cuba’s capital. 

But, according to the Olivette’s passengers, the Spanish troops in Cuba, much less 
the volunteers, cannot he controlled. These troops are bitterly opposed to Cuban au- 
tonomy, and feel that a weak Spanish Governn@@nt has been forced by the United 
States to propose it to the Cubans. 

One American, who returned on the Olivette believes that trouble, if any comes, 
will be caused by the Spanish volunteers !n Cuba. These volunteers, he says, believe 
that they, 30,000 strong, can whip the whole United States. 

- Here is the programme of the Spanish volunteers, as given by the Havana rumor- 
mongers: They will start a riot in Havana, kill a few Americans and then all other 
Americans there wil hurry home. Then these valorous Spanish warriors will invade 
Florida and march on Washington, driving everything before them. 

But this alleged programme of the ardent, optimistic Spanish patriots will not 
end with the taking of the Américan capital. 

The fall of New York City {s to follow, and that rich municipality w‘ll be made 
to pay an Indemnity of $100,000,000. 

With this American gold Spain's debts are to be paid, and the 30,000 Spanish con- 
querors, with unbroken ranks, will pose as the liberators of their debt-ridden coun- 
try. 

All this bellicose talk is worrying Gen. Blanco, according to the Olivette’s passen- 
gers. They say that when riots took place recently, Gen.. Blanco sent his cavalry to 
suppress them. The soldiers threw their swords to the rioters and did nothing. 

Another rumor brought by the Olivette is that Americans at the Hotel Ingleterra 
in Havana have been advised by Spanish friends to leave, as they were fearful a plot 
was hatching to blow it up. This is the hotel at which Gen. Lee and the American 
newspaper correspondents stop. 

Foreign vessels entering Havana harbor are not allowed to come up to the dock. 
Under compulsory pilot regulations they are taken to certain buoys. Under each of 
these buoys, according to the Olivette’s passengers, is a mine, such as may have 
blown up the Maine. These mines, it is said, were planted by Weyler, and are relied 
upon as efficient provection ‘for the city should foreign warships get past the forts in 
time of war. 

Another rumor, revived in Havana, ifs that Cubans induced a man who had the op- 
portunity to touch off the mine under the Maine with the idea that war would fol- 
low immediately. 

Americans officials in Key West, who have made close observations, declare that 
Havana would capitulate inside of 30 minutes after the United States guns opened fire, 
There is at the Havana fort but one battery with ordnance of modern construction to 
oppose American warships. 

With Havana fallen’ these paper generals declare, one or two American ships might 
be detailed to keep that city in subjection, while the Cuban patriots could be depended on 
to drive the Spanish army off the island. Other American warships would sail at 
once to conquer Porto Rico, and cruise for the Spanish fleet,

There is now no reasonable doubt jthat the Maine was not 

@estroyed by accident, but by treacherous design. All the 
evidence points to this conclusion. It is the opinion of all 
Americans on the scene of the disaster. It is reasonably cer- 
tain that this conclusion has been foreshadowed in partial 
reports sent to Washington by Capt. Sigsbee and the Naval 
Board of Inquiry. What next? 
- The American people, horror-stricken and grief-stricken over 
the terrible catastrophe, with detestation of the murderous 
deed and a determination to act as a brave, intelligent, high- 
spirited people should act, await the decision vf the Admin- 
istration. 

It is to the credit of the American people thar they do not 
believe the Spanish Government capable of such treachery. 
But the deed was committed in a Spanish harbor while the 
Maine was in the power and supposedly the friendly care of 
Spanish authorities. Spaniards threatened the ship and have 
rejoiced at her destruction. Causes of friction and animosity 
between the two nations existed. The American people will 
hold Spain answerable for the disaster. 

If the Administration demands a money reparation it is 
only a diplomatic step towards the settlement of the issue 
involved. It offers Spain an opportunity to declare her posi- 
tion and her intention. On that declaration, on the attitude 
and conduct of Spain in the crisis will depend the outcome. 

The money question is the least consideration involved. The 
real issue is a question of good faith, of honor, of the safety 
of Americans and American ships in foreign purts. 

War may notcome. It is to be hoped it will not come. But 
the issue of the Maine disaster must be settled right. On this 
point the American people area unit. To this end the Admin- 
istration may count upon their hearty and harmonious support.

Senator Hanna comes out of the obscurity into which he 
was cast by the smoke of the Maine’s explosion to remark 
that “there will be no war,” and, in the face of all the evidence 
and the opinions of those in position to know, to express the 
unqualified belief that the Maine disaster was due to acci- 
dent. . 

This utterance of Boss Hanna will please our back-biting 
Spanish friends, whether it was a sincere opinion based upon 
superiority to mere facts and conditions or was a diplomatic 
remark becoming in a Deputy President who carries the weight 
of governmental responsibility. 

But to the American people what Senator Hanna says is not 
so important as the fact that he i@ saying something and has 
again come into the focus of the public eye. 

The public cherished the hope that the time for the disap- 
pearing of the pesky Hanna would be prolonged and the light 
which beat upon his throne had been permanently turned 
down. 

Apparently this was a false hope. The reappearance of Sen- 
ator Hanna suggests the unpleasant possibility of the finding 
ofa bewhiskered wanderer named Dole, who mysteriously dis- 
appeared when the Maine went down, the revival of the burn- 
ing issue regarding the Prisoner of Pittsburg, Chris Von der 
Ahe, and the return to conspicuity of the John Smith interro- 
gation point. 

On Monday the Post-Dispatch published photographic views 
of the Maine wreck. On Tuesday the Republic published the 
Same Views. Wednesday the wreck pictures were published in 
the Globe-Democrat. The point is obvious to the reading 
public. . 
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ZOLA’S SPLENDID PROTEST. 


Emile Zola stands out prominently to-day as the one sane, 
massive figure in France. He has made a splendid, never- 
to-be-forgotten protest against military despotism and race 
Ligotry. He stood alone and defied a government pledged 
to star chamber methods and a populace frantic with relig- 
ious and class prejudice. 

The peculiar genius of French legal procedure, however, 
while allowing Zola to be dramatic and impressive, prevented 
him from being convincing. He had satisfied himself that 
@ grave act of injustice had been done, but when he sought 
to have it righted by the testimony in court of those who 
know the facts he found himself checkmated by the ebsurd 
ruling that it is no affair of the court whether witnesses tes- 
tify or not. 

Under the circumstances, all that was left Zola was the 
right to renew the emphatic protest he had made‘against the 
sand-bagging of justice in the interests of a military clique. 
As he says, his condemnation for such a course will be “the 
seed that will germinate and prevent the French falling into 
indifference” at a crisis when “the very life of the people is 
at stake.”

BRANDING FUR SEALS. 


It Is Said That the Experiments Were 
Decidedly Successful. 


NDW YORK, Feb. %.—The Electrical Re- 
view will publish to-day the first authentic 
account of branding fur seals by electricity 
to prevent the destruction of the female 
seals. The article is written by Dimer E. 
Farmer of the Leland Stanford, Jr., Unj- 
versity, who accompanied the United 
States Fur Seal Commission to the Priby- 
loff Islands last August, when the experi. 
ment was tried. The electrical] aratus 
consists of a small dynamo operated by a 
gasoline engine and a branding cautery 
similar to that used by physiciana The 
young female eeais were marked by draw. 
ing the hot platinum cautery across t 
back, which resulted In destroying the fu 
and fur cells, so that even of the Seals 
were afterward killed the commercial value 
of the fur would be destroyed. Dr. David 
Starr Jordan of Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity was in charge of the experiment 
and he states that the electrical method of 
branding is comparatively painless and 
even more effective than branding by 
means of hot irons,

‘Every consideration of humanity and ex- 
pedwney,”’ said Mr, Gutke Thursday, “calls 
for the removal of the House of Refuge 
from its present location. Such an institu- 
tion ought to be out in the country. The 
growth of the city around it bas made the 
ground very valuable, The twenty acres 
and the unsuitable old buildings could be 
sold for enough to buy 100 acres of good 
rich land tn the country and to build new, 
modern et re 

‘The new building down at the Refuge ts 

erfectly adapted for a public school build- 
ng. have no doubt that the School 
Board would purchase it and rt of the 
land, asa new school is needed in that sec- 
tion of the city. The remainder could be 
disposed of to advantage if cut up into 
building lots. 

“My ordinance will provide for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to dispose of the 
old institution and to select a suitable site 
for the new. I know of a tract of very good 
land west of Carondelet which could be 

rocured., 

“T have received reports from all the large 
cities of Burope, which show that tn all 
of them such institutions are conducted on 
the plan contemplated by my ordinance. 
That is, there are farms, rather than insti!- 
tutions within the city. On suah a farm 
ali the veretables n ed at all other instt- 
tutions conld be ra‘sed. In addition, there 
should be facilities for teaching the inmates 
all useful trades. They should be taught 
to make everything needed by other tnsti- 
tutions. In this way the refuge could be 
made ap Hn ea pg 

“The greatest evil¥connected with the 
tnetitution as at present conducted is the 

romiscuous mingling of the good and the 

ad. This results in turning out two bad 

children inetead of two go ones. Under 
my ao they would be completely sepa- 
rated and the Refuge would cease to be a 
school of crime.

POLICE WERE HUNTING HIM. 


COMMITTED SUICIDE AFTER CUT- 
TING THE THROAT OF THE 
WOMAN HE LOVED. 


HAD BUT TWELVE CENTS LEFT. 


The Man Whose Skull He Crushed 
With a Shovel Last Monday Is 
Dying in the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital. 


If James McNamara had not killed him- 
self he would probably. now be a prisoner 
at the Four Courts, with the hangman’s 
noose dangling in front of him. 

Charles Leindecker, whose skull was 
fractured on Feb. 16 by McNamara during 
a quarrel. is in the Alexian Brothers Hos- 


pital in a critical condition. One operation 
has been performed upon him, but it was 
not as effective as the surgeons hoped, and 
if his life ig saved it will be due to a second 
operation, which will be performed Thurs- 
day or Friday. 

It was undoubtedly the fear of the gal- 
lows which induced McNamara to take his 
own life after the woman he loved had 
pledged herself to be loyai even’to going to 
death by his side. Their bodies were found 
on the bed in the poorly furnished room of 
the Windsor lodging house, at Sixth and 
Market streets hursday evening. The 
throat of each was cut and a razor which 
lay upon the bed told the story of murder 
and suicide. 

McNamara was employed as a puddler 
in the Helmsbacher iron works at Dekalb 
and Barton streets. He and Leindecker 
had words concern.ng a piece of work they 
were engaged on together, and dur.ng the 
difficulty McNamara seized a shovel and 
brought tt down om Liendecker’s head. A 
compound fracture of the skull was caused, 
but McNamara never waited to ascertain 
the result of the blow. He disappeared 
from the rolling mills, and though the pe 
lice of the Second District searched high 
and low for him, he was not seen by them 
until they i on his distort features 
in death. hey had tracked h.m from his 
rooms at 2434 South Second street, and 
hearing that McNamara had been seen en- 
tering the Windsor Hotel, Policeman Con- 
ner and Straughan were on their way to 
arrest him when they were told the news 
of the double tragecy. 

McNamara knew that he was betng hunt- 
ed, and when at bay, with no friends to 
come to his assistance and with no money 
to employ aid, he threw up his hands and 
surrendered his corpse. f Charnes Lein-

covered for Two Weeks. | 


LONG CHASE BY DETECTIVES. 


ESTIMATED THAT $1000 WERE 
REALIZED BY THE SALE OF 
TICKETS IN VARIOUS CITIES, 


TWO SUSPECTS UNDER ARREST. 


James F. Callahan and James W. Wat- 
terman Brought to St. Louis En 
Route to Phoenix Charged 
With the Crime. 


James F. Callahan and Joseph D. Wat- 
terman are locked up at the Four Courts. 
They are charged with having robbed the 
ticket office of the Mariposa, Phenix & 
Southern Railroad at Phenix, Ariz., of $6000 
worth of tickets. 

They were arrested in Chicago by C. C. 
Crowley, chief special agent for the South- 
ern Pacific, and W. 8S. Cain, who holds a 
similar position for the Chicago & Alton. 


The prisoners were left in St. Louis Thurs- 
day and the officers will leave for Phenix 
on a through train Thursday night. 

Callahan and Watterman were railroad 
men and had been employed in Phenix for 
about six months. Callahan was a hostler‘ 
in the roundhouse and Watterman was 
yardmaster. The robbery occurred on the 
night of Jan, 21, but the loss.was not 
discovered until Feb, 3, when the ticket 
office was checked up by the auditor. 

An entrance was forced into the ticket 
office by prying open a window. The burg- 
lars went to the large ticket case, tore 
off the back and removed the tickets from 
the rear. They took only through tickets, 
and when they finished their work they re- 
placed the back of the ticket case so neatly 
at no one suspected it had been tampered 
with, 

When the ticket office was opened in the 
morning the fact was learned that the room 
had been entered. But as the tickets ap- 
peared to be intact and there was no evi- 
dence of the case having been disturbed, 
the robbery was not discovered. Callahan 
and Watterman disappeared the following 


day. 

When the auditor checked up the office 
on Feb. 3 the shortage developed. Sus- 
picion was at once directed toward Calla- 
han and Watterman. Mr. Crowley, whose 
headauarters are in San Francisco, was 
wired. and he was given charge of the case, 
He communicated with Mr, Cain in Chi- 
cago. and a search for the two men was 
begun... ; 

Crowley got on their track by means of 
the tickets on which they traveled, He fol- 
lowed them to Galveston, New Orleans, 
Mobile. Cincinnati and other cities. In each 
it ig claimed, they had disposed of 
tickets. 

They were traced to Chicago, where Wat-

Union avenue. He was arrested by Mr. 
Cain. He made no resistance. At the same 
hour Crowley was arresting Callahan in the 
Coomps Hotel, a cheap downtown hostelry.

Mr. Hetzel went to the Sedlak residence. 
In the cellar he found Mrs. Sedlak uncon- 
scious On the ground. The breath had been 
literally choked out of her. Wrapped 
around her neck half a dozen times. was 
a clothesline, which served as a gag to 
silence her. The rope was twined about 
her body in such a way as to bind her 
arms firmly to her side. 

Her feet were tied together with the end 
of the same rope.

Investigation by the police proves all of 
his statements untrue. He had not been to 
h's office during the oreune. but left home 
at 7 o'clock, telling h's wife he would re- 
turn in an hour. he police aay he went 
early to the Coleman woman's house and 
was with her for three hours before the 
shooting. Both were drinking.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2%4.—The bottom _ud 
apparently dropped out of the market at 
the opening and the depression was very 
acute, verging toward panic conditions, 
Burlington dropped 4%% <ageaget and the whole 
list showed running sales downwards, De- 
clines were in the specialties, Manhattan 
losing 9% and Metropolitan “Street Rail- 
way 4%, but there were declines of over 
2 points. in a number of prominent railroad 
etocks, inciuding Northern Pacific pfd., 
New Jersey Central, New York Central, 
Union Pacific pfd. and Rock Island. Nearly 
every prominent feature on the list opened 
at a decline of a point and the market 
— heavily downwards after the open- 
in 

Everybody wanted to sell stocks and ap- 
parently there were no buyers, or if there 
were they could not make themselves heard 
in the pandemonium of the floor. The ex- 
citement was not confined to ahy one pec- 
tion, but every center on the floor had its 
knot of brokers w aiting before the opening 
to make a rush (o ¢eell. 

‘Ac the drop of the gavel each knot was 
a struggling tangle, and loose ends of arms 
Was all that was visible above the mass. 
There was mot as much noise as in the 
case where horseplay is in order. The 
nervcus strain was visible in the expres- 
sions on the brokers’ faces, and the air of 
self- repression quickly gave way to uncon- 
cealed excitement. 

Offerings at the opening of every promli- 
nent stock were of several thousand shares 
and quotations were almost lost sight of.

George Schmitt Tells Why He Killed 
Himself in Forest Park. 


George Schmitt, a laborer, was found un- 
conscious on a bench near Post-Dispatch 
Lake in Forest Park at 6 o’clock Wednes- 
day night, suffering from morphine poison- 
ing.

In his pockets were found a handkerchief, 
a pocketbook containing 40 cents, and a 
memorandum book containing the name and 
address “George {Schmitt, 1214. Twelfth 
street.” On a leaf of the book was scrib- 
bled in German the following farewell note:

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The Evening Star has received the following cable- 
gram from Mr. Charles Pepper, its staff correspondent in Cuba:

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—The most important event of the day in con- 
nection with the Maine disaster was the receipt here of the log book, which contains 
official records of vesse] up to the very hour of explosion.

Count and Countess de Plasse Sepa- 
rated After a Quarrel, and She, 
Too Proud to Return, 
Worked as a Servant. 


Countess Marie de Plasse, wife of Dr. 
Comte Louls de Plasse of 29 East Twenty- 
seventh street, New York City, who has 
been mysteriously missing from her fash- 
jonable Eastern home for a year, has been 
Jocated in St. Louls by one of Chief Des- 
mond’s men. She is at St. John’s Hospital. 

The firet trace of her was secured at Mr. 
and Mrs. Wickham’s residence, 27 Vande- 
vefter place, where she was employed as @ 
dressmaker. From there she was sent to 
the Female Hospital and leaving there a 
week agro ee went to St. John’s, where she 
is acquainted with the mother’ superior, 
At this place she is waiting until she can 


accure a situation, 

She was known at the city institution and 
at Mrs. Wickham’s as Alice Murris. 

A quarrel with her wealthy husband, who 
is connected with the New York Hospital, 
and who is associated with Dr. William 
Bull. the famous surgeon, is the principa. 
cause of this proud woman's wish to lve 
incognito, 

Countess de Plasse claims that the last 
family quarrel was due to her appetite for 
morphine. Her husband, she says, is to 
blame for this habit, as he administered 
morphine to her fourteen years ago soon 
after they were married. Later he showed 
attent.on to another woman, she 6ays, and 
to drown her sorrow she began to use the 
drug. 

Dr. Louis de Plasse, Countess de Plasse 
gays, is a Belgian nobelman. He was royal 
physician for the King of Belguim and was 
quite a figure in fashionable Paris society. 
Mrs. de Plasse was a resident of Paris. 
She was then a girt in her teens, though 
now 32, and was remarkably beautiful, The 
doctor, who is 23 years her senior, there 
met her for the first time. 

Subsequently she heard that he had left 
for this country.

Boequin. She wrote to me of a wealthy 
farmer who lived near them and who, she 
eaid, had seen my picture and had become 
infatuated with me.

“When my anger wore away and my law- 
yer had assured me that the doctor had not 
even seen any more of the woman, and that 
he had gone su far as to send her back to 
Paris, I tried to discontinue the use of the 
drug. But 1 could not. A year ago, maybe 
it was longer, I became determined ‘to stop 
and my husband joining with nie, arrange: 
to have me visit my eister, Mrs. Boequin, 
at Reading Kan., where I was to take spe- 
cial treatment, 

“At this place my pride was injured by 
my brother-in-law, and one night after bed- } 
time I slipped away and left the place. I 
was cured of the thabit, fully cured, but 
I] had made a new enemy.. My brother-in- 
law wrote something to my ‘husband, and 
when I wrote to him and gaid that I was 
cured and was prepared to return and be a 
dutiful wife to him and a mother ‘to my 

adit he replied that he did not want me. 

“Later I received a second letter from my 
husband's attorn: y, asking me to come 
back; then another, off: ring me an annuity 
and a sum of money if I would Ss.gn away 
the right of a mother to my child and agree 
to live separate from my husband.

“It was certainly Spain’s duty to exercise 
the highest degree of care with reference to 
these mines. If shethas done this the United 
States cannot claim indemnity for the lose 
of the Maine. If the Spanish officials were 
negligent in permitting persons to come in 
contact with the wires operating these 
mines and the destruction of the 'Maine 
could be traced to such negligence then the 
United States would have a claim for in- 
demnity against Spain for the loss of the 
ship and for the loss of the sailors’ ives and 
it would be a casus belli.
